Plan to make 
for business’ 


Reduced parking charges and plans for ex¬ 
tended opening hours could transform 
Epsom into a night-time shopping and en¬ 
tertainment destination. 

On Monday the council’s environment 
committee approved a basket of changes 
to car parking prices and times making it 
cheaper to park for longer in the evenings 
and overnight from April. 

This is the first part of a co-ordinated 
“one town strategy” which the town cen¬ 
tre manager, Adam Worley, said is aimed 
at making the town “open for business” 
every evening. 

He said large businesses were already 
keen to start opening longer and he be¬ 
lieved they would act as a catalyst, attract¬ 
ing footfall and allowing the smaller 
businesses to follow suit. 

Night-time activities, markets and roam¬ 
ing entertainment are all things he wants 
to see laid-on to help attract people. 

The idea was strongly supported by 
those taking part in a poll on epsom 
guardian.co.uk, with 82 per cent backing 
late-night opening. 

Mr Worley said: “There are still ongoing 
discussions between the business commu¬ 
nity and the council. There are a lot of 
questions which need to be answered as to 
how it will be implemented. Between now 
and April, I will be working with the

council and the businesses to put in place 
a marketing campaign to help launch the 
late-night opening so that it works in tan¬ 
dem with the small businesses which are 
able to stay open. 

“The key is getting the message out 
there. This is the first step of a long road. 
Now we all need to work together as one 
town to market the scheme together. Now 
the hard graft will really begin.” 

Speaking after Monday’s meeting, Coun¬ 
cillor Neil Dallen said: “It’s something 
we’ve wanted to do. We do already have 
late-night Thursdays in the Ashley Centre 
but not many shops participate. It is an act 
of faith in some ways, but it’s not going to 
happen overnight. 

“If we had all the shops supporting it 
and put on other activities in the market 
square to encourage shoppers to stay late, 
people will come and the shops will make 
more money, the town will be more vi¬ 
brant and the car parks will be used more. 
So for everybody it’s win-win.”

Victims of further flooding at 
the weekend have slammed 
the Environment Agency 
(EA) for not giving them more 
warning. 

The River Mole burst its 
banks at Leatherhead on Fri¬ 
day evening with floods hit¬ 
ting roads, homes, a football 
club, stables, the crematori¬ 
um and a homeless centre. 

But despite the fact serious 
flooding was occuring up¬ 
stream by mid-afternoon, no 
flood warning for the Leather¬ 
head area was issued by the 
agency until shortly before 
5pm. 

By midnight on Friday, the 
river level exceeded 3.1m, well 
above the highest-ever record¬ 
ed level in Leatherhead prior 
to floods on Christmas Eve. 

Andrea Norbury, who runs 
a racehorse rehabilitation 
centre in Thorncroft Drive, 
said they simply did not get 
enough warning. 

Ms Norbury said: “You got 
the flood warning and it was 
pretty flooded already. It was 
rising and rising and rising. 

“There is just no time when 
it is coming in that quickly. 



“We were trying to get 
ponies out and it was a night¬ 
mare.” 

Hayley Anyiwo, 41, whose 
garden in Minchin Close 
flooded again, said: “It was 
quite high by the time we got 
the flood warning.” 

The flooding was another 
blow for Pitstop homeless 
centre, forced out of 
Leatherhead Football 
Club’s Fetcham Grove 
ground by the Christ- \l 
mas Eve flood. 

Administrator Gayle 
Scri-vens, said: “It is really 
frustrating. It is so awful for 
people living in houses that 
are flooded out. 

“I really do not know how 
much longer it will be before 
we get back in Pitstop.” 

The EA said the area was 
already under a flood alert on 
Friday morning, and the flood 
warning was issued at 4.50pm 
as soon as modelling suggest¬ 
ed property was likely to flood 
after 6.17pm. 

A spokeman said: “We can 
only issue flood warnings 
when we are confident proper¬ 
ty flooding is anticipated.”

Ewell gets 
deluged 

Heavy rain led to more 
flooding in Ewell last week. 
The Bourne Hall 
lake overflowed, 
inundating the 
pavement by 
the Dog Gate 
entrance to 
Bourne Hall 
Park on the High 
Street. There was 
also flooding at the 
Ridings in Chessington 
Road (pictured above). 

David Brooks, museum 
assistant at Bourne Hall, 
said: “It has not happened 
in 15 years or so. It is not 
particularly bad, but it is 
unusual. 

“The water takes some 
time to build up in the un¬ 
derground water courses.” 

A council spokesman 
said: “It is purely the sheer 
amount of water entering 
the water courses. 

“A small amount of water 
on the highway is much bet¬ 
ter than houses flooding 
downstream.” 


Furnaces out 

Flood-hit Randalls Park Cre¬ 
matorium, in Randalls Road, 
Leatherhead, had hoped to 
open by the end of this month. 

But it is said this week it is 
unlikely to open until the end 
of February, following be¬ 
cause of damage to its 
furnaces. 


Gatwick denies it caused downstream havoc 


Gatwick Airport (pictured ) 
has insisted water it 
poured into the River Mole 
on Christmas Eve to stop 
its runway flooding did not 
cause flooding further 
downstream. 

An airport spokesman 
said rainwater from the 


airfield was channeled 
into balancing pond D, 
where two screw 
pumps moved it into a 
separation chamber be¬ 
fore it was discharged 
into the Mole. 

Flooding that day 
Leatherhead, 20 miles 
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downstream, reached 
levels never previously 
recorded, 

But the spokesman 
said only “safe levels” 
water were discharged 
line with limits and 
guidance from the

Environment Agency, 
which monitors the river. 

He said: “There was no 
problem operating the bal¬ 
ancing ponds at all. 

“The whole problem was 
the sheer volume of water. 

“We did everything we 
could.”

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Man distraught as theft 
leaves him with nothing 


“Worse than cancer” was the 
verdict of a man who had all 
his wordly possessions 
stolen, including baby pho¬ 
tos, letters and clothes. 

Charles Power, 57, who 
comes from Leicester and 
was made redundant from 
his job with a drinks compa¬ 
ny last year, packed up all his 
belongings in a big blue trail¬ 
er and drove down last month 
to stay with his sister-in-law 
in Epsom. 

He hoped to head off with it 
this year to start a new life in 
France. 

But he said that when he 
went to the trailer on 
Wednesday, January 15, he 
was stunned to find it miss¬ 
ing from the parking space he 
was renting in Woodlands 
Road, Epsom. 

Mr Power said: “I went to 
collect it and it was gone. I 
was stunned. I have got noth¬ 
ing left. Now I don’t know 
what to do. It is all up in the 
air. I just keep remembering 
what was in there and keep 
getting more and more upset. 

“There were all my clothes, 
personal papers, and photos 
of my children from when 
they were born.” 

The trailer contained every¬ 
thing from the birth certifi¬ 
cates of his two children to a 
fridge-freezer, baked potato

oven and tools that he had 
bought to use in a catering 
business. 

Mr Power, who is staying 
with his sister-in-law in 
Woodlands Road, said he had 
a ferry ticket booked to leave 
for France on Sunday, Febru¬ 
ary 19. He said: “I got made 
redundant last year and 
thought I would take a jump. 
I just thought I would start 
afresh but now I don’t know 
what to do.” 

He has reported the crime 
to the police and appealed for 
anyone who has spotted the 
trailer to get in touch. 

He said: “My personal view 
is they are worse than cancer, 
the people who have done it. 
At least you can get over can¬ 
cer sometimes. This you can 
never get over. Whatever is 
gone I can never replace.” 

Police are appealing for in¬ 
formation about the theft, 
which is believed to have hap¬ 
pened between 7am and 8pm 
on Saturday, January 11.

Officer admits class A drug offence 


A former police officer who took cocaine 
and gave someone a police uniform was 
handed a suspended sentence and a com¬ 
munity service order. 

Michael Andrew Johnson, of Warren 
Road, Banstead, worked at Hampton traf¬ 
fic garage until May last year, when he re¬ 
signed after he was found to have cocaine 
in his system. A Directorate of Profession¬ 
al Standards investigation found the 47- 
year-old also supplied Zayn Corkett, 41, of 
Kingswood, with a police uniform. 


Corkett worked in a civilian role as a 
fleet manager in charge of police vehicles. 

The pair were arrested in May last year 
and both admitted possession of class A 
drugs and misconduct in public office. 

Johnson was given a six-month prison 
sentence, suspended, and 180 hours of 
community service and Corkett was given 
a four-month suspended sentence and 120 
hours of community service. 

Both were sentenced at Croydon Crown 
Court last Thursday.

Gun-wielding robber 
jailed for five years 


An armed robber who 
mugged and threatened a 
taxi driver with a gun has 
been sentenced to five 
years behind bars. 

Danny John Young, 25, 
of Gatley Avenue, in 
Epsom, appeared at 
Guildford Crown Court 
on Friday, January 17, 
for sentencing after earli¬ 
er pleading guilty to rob¬ 
bery and possession of a 
firearm with intent to 
cause fear. 

The incident occurred 
at 11.20pm on Friday, 
February 22, when a taxi 
driver picked up passen¬ 
gers from Worcester Park 
and travelled to Stanton 
Close, in Epsom, where 
he was threatened with a 
firearm and robbed of his 
wallet and mobile phone. 

The taxi driver, a man 
in his 30s, was left shak¬ 
en but uninjured. 

Young, who has been on 
remand since July, com¬ 
mitted the offences with 
his brother, Lenny Lewis 
Young, 18, of Monument 
Way, Weybridge. 

He has pleaded guilty to 
the same offences and 
will be sentenced on 
March 25.

Surrey CID, said: “This 
was a complex investiga¬ 
tion which lasted several 
months, but we were de¬ 
termined to bring those 
responsible for this awful 
offence to justice. 

“The victim endured a 
terrifying ordeal at the 
hands of the Young 
brothers. 

“No doubt this incident 
will stay with him for 
some time but I hope the 
sentence passed today 
will go some way to bring 
him closure.”

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Countryside campaigners 
and residents have formed 
an umbrella group to oppose 
threats to the greenbelt as 
its boundary is reviewed. 

The Mole Valley Green 
Belt Group has been formed 
to fight urban sprawl and re¬ 
spond to a council consulta¬ 
tion on where new homes 
should be built. 

Mole Valley District Coun¬ 
cil (MVDC) is asking for 
views on about 80 potential 
sites, mostly within the 
greenbelt, so it can earmark 
land for hundreds of new 
homes. 

Residents and allotment 
holders from across the 
north of Mole Valley, includ¬ 
ing Leatherhead and 
Ashtead have joined the 
group. 

It includes people from or¬ 
ganisations such 

as Leatherhead Residents’ 
Association (LRA), Transi¬ 
tion Ashtead, the Cherkley 
Campaign and Save South 
Leatherhead. 

Hubert Carr, chairman of 
the LRA, said: “We do not re¬ 
ally want to give way, but we 
recognise we are going to 
have to give way on some¬ 
thing. It is a matter of com¬ 
paring the reasons for the 
greenbelt against the need to 
have housing.” 

Mr Carr said the

Forum scrutinising resident’s views 


Residents’ views about 
allowing development in 
two areas of greenbelt 
around Ashtead are 
being scrutinised follow¬ 
ing a web survey and a 
public meeting at the 
weekend. 

Ashtead Neighbour¬ 
hood Forum formed last 
January, in response to 
the Localism Act 2012 
and published its Green¬ 
belt Land Boundary re¬ 
port in November, which 
sets out its views on de¬ 
velopment in the area. 

It considered 10 green¬ 
belt locations and their 


potential for develop¬ 
ment against a threefold 
criteria: whether the 
area contributes towards 
preventing merging with 
another town; whether 
changes would encroach 
into the countryside; and 
whether the area con¬ 
tributes to the character 
and setting of a historic 
town. 

Two locations were 
identified as having po¬ 
tential for change. 

The report stated the 
boundary around Farm 
Lane, in Ashtead East, 
“could be moved so that 


it is congruent with the 
adjoining greenbelt bou¬ 
ndaries as the current 
boundary makes little 
contribution to greenbelt 
objectives.” 

The second area identi¬ 
fied is between the 
Emryn Way Fields West 
and the M25, on which 
the report said: “The cur¬ 
rent greenbelt boundary 
could be considered for 
amendment and moved 
to the strong M25 bound¬ 
ary to the south.” 

A two-hour open morn¬ 
ing on the proposals was 
attended by 300 people, 


at the Ashtead Peace 
Memorial Hall on Satur¬ 
day. Andy Ellis, founder 
of Ashtead Community 
Vision (ACV), the work¬ 
ing group of the forum, 
said most people objected 
to some part of the re¬ 
port, but agreed with 
other parts. 

He said: “We will be 
putting a revised report 
forward to the forum, 
from which a final report 
will be published, togeth¬ 
er with all the com¬ 
ments, which will then 
be submitted to Mole Val¬ 
ley District Council.”

A woman who suffered 20 
miscarriages has had a “mira¬ 
cle baby” after undergoing 
groundbreaking anti-malaria 
treatment, developed by pio¬ 
neering doctors at Epsom 
Hospital. 

Kelly Moseley, 37, had been 
trying for another baby since 
2002, when she married hus¬ 
band Alan, and despite suffer¬ 
ing 18 miscarriages at eight 
weeks and losing two baby 
boys at five months, she re¬ 
fused to give up, even though 
family and friends begged her 
to stop. 

But then she saw Mr Hassan 
Shehata, a consultant obste¬ 
trician and gynaecologist at 
Epsom Hospital, on TV pro¬ 
gramme This Morning. 

He was talking about how 
he helped a woman give birth 
to a healthy baby girl after 
suffering 18 miscarriages, 
Mrs Moseley was sure he 
could help her. 

She said: “I saw Mr 
Shehata, who spe¬ 
cialises in recurrent 
miscarriages, talking 
on This Morning ex¬ 
plaining how he had 
helped women to stop 
miscarrying and I 
prayed he would be 
able to help me.” 

Mrs Moseley, from 
Birmingham, was even¬ 
tually referred to Mr 
Shehata's clinic in 2007 
and started treatment. 

She said: “Mr Shehata

made me feel at ease, I could 
tell he loved his work and had 
great pleasure in helping 
women like me and so my 
journey began.” 

Mr Shehata has spent the 
past decade researching and 
helping women who suffer 


recurrent miscarriages at 
Epsom and St Helier NHS 
Trust, working with immu¬ 
nologist Dr Amolak Bansal to 
find out why some women’s 
bodies reject pregnancies. 

Their work has focused on 
natural killer cells which are 
found in everyone’s white 
bloods cells.

said: “We found that some 
women’s natural killer cells 
are so aggressive they attack 
the pregnancy, thinking the 
foetus is a foreign body. 

“And that’s what was hap¬ 
pening to Kelly. 

“Natural killer cells can be 
lowered by giving some 
women steroids, but for Kelly 
this didn’t work so we tried an 
anti-malaria treatment that 
also lowers the immune 
system.

Now nine months old, the 
proud parents introduced him 
to Mr Shehata for the first 
time, who was delighted to see 
the couple under happier 
circumstances. 

He said: “It is hard not to go 
on the emotional rollercoast¬ 
er with patients, but Kelly was 
a model patient and put her 
complete trust in me. 

“And what a gift Tyler is. I 
am so happy for them.” 

Tyler will celebrate his first 
birthday with his sisters Jaye, 
19, and Olivia 15, at a party 
in April. 

Mrs Moseley added: “I still 
can’t believe Tyler is here. 
“I just refused to give up hope 
and I hope our story encour¬ 
ages other women out there 
too. 

“I will never forget the ba¬ 
bies I have lost and the hurt 
never goes away, but having 
Tyler makes it all worthwhile 
and our lives are now 
complete.

Six-week wait to learn full 
story behind op on show 


Almost a fortnight after an 
operation was conducted in 
full view of visitors and other 
patients, Epsom Hospital has 
said it will be a further six 
weeks before it can reveal 
the “full facts” about what 
happened. 

Last week, the Epsom 
Guardian revealed how a hor¬ 
rified Claire Walsh, 38, wit¬ 
nessed an operation taking 
place in a building opposite 
the Wells Wing of the hospital 
as the blinds of the room had 
been left open. 

Miss Walsh, a care assistant 
from Tattenham Corner, said 
her concerns were dismissed 
by a nurse on the ward, who 
said “it happens all the time”. 

She insisted that the patient 
she saw was naked, although 
the hospital has denied this. 

It said the blind had not 
been closed after the window 
was cleaned, it had apolgised 
to the patient affected, and it 
had launched a “thorough 
and urgent investigation”. 

After the story was pub¬ 
lished the hospital revealed 
that another member of staff 
had overheard Miss Walsh’s 
concerns and the window of 
the operating theatre was 
quickly covered with foil and 
later frosted over. It also con¬ 
firmed that the operation had 
not taken place in the Day 
Case Unit, where Miss Walsh 
believed it had been. 


But asked on Tuesday 
whether it had yet found out 
how long the blinds in the op¬ 
erating theatre had been 
open, how many patients may 
have been observed during 
operations and what action 
had been taken against the 
staff involved, a hospital 
spokesman said it could not 
give any further information 
until the investigation was 
completed. 

They said: “The investiga¬ 
tion is still ongoing, and we 
expect it to be concluded in 
approximately six weeks. 

“But as you know, we did 
take immediate steps to rectify 
the problem and get assur¬ 
ances from clinical teams 
across our hospitals that a sim¬ 
ilar incident couldn’t happen 
elsewhere. We can confirm 
that these assurances have 
been provided, and where nec¬ 
essary, action taken to help 
prevent this, or something sim¬ 
ilar, occurring again.” 

On Monday a worried pa¬ 
tient telephoned the Epsom 
Guardian concerned that she 
was the patient who had been 
seen by Miss Walsh. 

She said: “It is horrific. I 
was having a minor operation 
in the Day Case Unit that Fri¬ 
day afternoon. Then I saw the 
story in the Epsom Guardian. 
My first thought was please 
don’t let it have been me. I am 
so glad it wasn’t.”

A woman who admitted stealing 
£4,000 in cash and attempting to 
take another £7,000 from a leisure 
centre has been handed a com¬ 
munity order.

A spokeswoman for Greenwich 
Leisure Limited (GLL), a charita¬ 
ble social enterprise that runs 
the centre on behalf of Epsom 
Council, said: “GLL is extremely 
disappointed that a former cus¬ 
tomer services adviser at the 
Rainbow leisure centre has been 
found guilty of theft.

“As a charitable social enter¬ 
prise, crimes such as these only 
serve to harm the community 
and those who use and enjoy the 
Rainbow leisure centre.”

The removal of fish from a pond 
because antisocial thugs were fish¬ 
ing there has sparked concerns for 
herons and other wildlife. 

Following consultations with po¬ 
lice and conservators, Reigate and 
Banstead Council has had carp, 
goldfish and rudd - all illegally in¬ 
troduced into Burgh Heath pond - 
removed. 

But Robert Russell, 50, from 
Hatch Gardens, located next to 
Burgh Heath, condemned the 
move as an overreaction that 
threatens wildife in the area, such 
as herons, who eat fish. 

He said: “What about the native 
wildlife who depend on this re¬ 
source? It would only be the local 
herons [and anyone who likes to 
see these birds] who would suffer. 

“That is just an overreaction to a 
small problem. There are a few 
lads who I have seen fishing there, 
but they all seemed to be behaving 
OK.” 

Canada geese, mallard ducks 
and rare great crested newts live 
in and around the pond, while 
kingfishers have also been spotted. 

The pond is owned by the coun¬ 
cil, but managed by Banstead 
Common Conservators. 

Council leader Councillor Joan 
Spiers, who represents Kingswood 
and Burgh Heath, hit back and 


said: “They were removed because 
we get huge amounts of antisocial 
behaviour, normally associated 
with night-time fishing. 

“They keep residents awake with 
noise, shouting and the radio. We 
have more cans there after a pleas¬ 
ant evening and it’s just not rea¬ 
sonable. They drink, get drunk, 
have loud music and fight. 

“We leave enough fish for the 
herons but not enough fish for 
these thugs to fish. They are not all 
removed because we want them to 
breed again.” 

Robin Davis, parks and country¬ 
side manager at the council, said 
residents complained about an¬ 
glers making noise and dropping 
Utter. 

Mr Davis said: “There is no 
agreement with any angling club 
for fishing on this pond. We have 
now removed these fish, as we 


have done in previous years. 

“Even though some fish have 
been removed, there is stiU plenty 
of food for birds to eat from this 
pond and others.” 

A police spokeswoman said offi¬ 
cers from the Reigate and 
Banstead safer neighbourhood 
team had been working with part¬ 
ner agencies to combat antisocial 
behaviour around the pond. 

She said: “This work has been 
ongoing for several months and a 
vast improvement has been seen 
in the area due to this.” 

Malcolm Corner, secretary at the 
Banstead Angling Society, said: 
“This has been a problem that has 
been experienced for many years. I 
believe Reigate and Banstead 
Council have taken action before. 

“Anybody who makes a noise 
and disturbance brings it on 
themselves.” 


Duo rebailed as investigation continues 


Two teenage boys arrested in 
connection with an alleged sex 
attack on a schoolgirl at the 
2012 Epsom Derby have been 
bailed again. 

The pair, both 16, from Kent, 
were arrested in November 


after a 15-year-old girl was al¬ 
legedly sexually assaulted in a 
field close to Epsom Downs 
Racecourse at 4pm. 

Before the Derby in 2013, po¬ 
lice issued a fresh appeal for in¬ 
formation and Crimestoppers 


offered up to £3,000 as a 
reward for any information 
that led to an arrest and 
conviction. 

The two teens have been re¬ 
bailed until March 5 while the 
investigation continues. 
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Public loos free to 
become tiny homes

The squalor of the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution arrived in a picturesque Sur¬ 
rey village, according to a local 
politician who condemned the deci¬ 
sion to allow two tiny homes to be 
built on the site of ex-public loos. 

After an earlier planning applica¬ 
tion was rejected, and an appeal to 
a planning inspector failed, Epsom 
councillors approved revamped ap¬ 
plication to turn the toilets, oppo¬ 
site Bourne Hall, in Spring Street, 
Ewell, into two one-bedroom 
homes. 

The two mini-homes will be built 
on a site that measures just 0.019 
acres and will be “set behind a con¬ 
tinuation of the adjacent boundary 
walls, creating a small front yard 
for prospective occupants that 
would provide bin and cycle stor¬ 
age as well as creating some ameni¬ 
ty space”. 

At the planning meeting on 
Thursday night Brian Angus, 
chairman of the Ewell Village Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, who described 
himself as a “simple villager”, 
made a passionate plea for the ap¬ 
plication to be thrown out. 

He said: “These houses have no 
amenity space worth mentioning, 
no outlook from the living space 
apart from the view of a cycle shed 


and a refuse store, no privacy from 
the prying eyes of passengers on 
the upper deck of buses waiting at 
the traffic lights, no through venti¬ 
lation, so they will become stifling 
hot on summer nights, no escape 
from the noise and pollution of 
traffic when windows are opened, 
no daylight in the kitchen, dining 
area or bedroom. 

“During the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion, heartless landlords in the 
northern cities built what were 
known as back-to-back houses as a 
means of squeezing the maximum 
amount of accommodation on to 
the smallest site. It would seem the 
Industrial Revolution has reached 
Ewell at last.” 


But Kevin Whyte, agent for the 
owner, insisted there would be suf¬ 
ficient space for recycling and rub¬ 
bish bins to be stored on the site 
and the plot size has not been con¬ 
sidered a “considerable issue”. 

Councillor Neil Dallen raised 
concerns about deliveries being 
made to the site during construc¬ 
tion of the homes. 

Councillor John Beckett raised 
the issue of flooding in Ewell. 

Councillors voted 6-4 in favour of 
the application that had reduced 
the height of the buildings and the 
front wall and introduced electron¬ 
ic metal gates. The toilets were auc¬ 
tioned off by the cash-strapped 
council in May 2012 for £68,000.

'Failure not an option’ 
in mountain challenge

A woman has been sleeping in an 
altitude tent as she prepares to 
climb one of the world’s highest 
mountains in memory of an inspi¬ 
rational youngster. 

Anna Dodd, from Ewell, is flying 
to Tanzania on Wednesday, Jan¬ 
uary 22, to climb Mount Kiliman¬ 
jaro, Africa’s highest peak, for Che 
Sargent, a charity that helps chil¬ 
dren suffering from cancer. 

The 44-year-old is undertaking 
the chahenge in memory of Rachel 
Barron, who died aged 11, in Au¬ 
gust last year, after losing her bat¬ 
tle with the disease. 

Rachel, a family friend, had ma¬ 
lignant peripheral nerve sheath tu¬ 
mours dianosed in March 2012 and 
was given the all-clear that 
September. But, a scan in June last 
year revealed that cancer had re¬ 
turned, this time in her brain. 

Miss Dodd hopes to reach the 
summit of the 19,341ft mountain 
on January 28, which would have 
been Rachel’s 12th birthday. 

She said: “Rachel did so many re¬ 
markable things for other people 
like selling her toys off to help her 
friend get a laptop when she knew 
she wouldn’t need them anymore 
because she knew she was dying. 

“She was incredibly brave and 



inspiring. I would be lying if I said 
I wasn’t nervous. 

“I’m determined, failure isn’t an 
option. I’m training every single 
day.” 

This includes walking 28 miles 
from Ewell to Richmond Park and 
back wearing her boots and ruck¬ 
sack, completing 10k runs and 
training intensively in the gym. 

Miss Dodd said she hopes sleep¬ 
ing in an altitude tent - which re¬ 
stricts the amount of oxygen she 
breathes - will mean her body will 
be acclimatised before she reaches 
the mountain. 

She added: “I’ve never done any¬ 
thing like it. When Rachel died I 


thought T have got to pull it out of 
the bag’, do something special, not 
just a half-marathon. I wanted to 
step out of my comfort zone and 
raise as much money as possible. 
I’m not usually the sporty type so I 
knew people would think I had 
taken up a challenge and I’ve 
wholeheartedly embraced it.” 

Miss Dodd has already raised 
£2,600 of her target of £3,500. 

She said: “I would love to smash 
that so when Rachel’s parents 
looks at it they think ‘people do 
care’.”

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Teenage girl’s money 
refused by bus driver

A teenage girl whose dog had just 
died was forced to walk for a mile 
after a bus driver refused to let 
her pay with a £20 note. 

Grace Bates, 13, from Rutland 
Close, Epsom, could not board the 
E5 bus at Epsom Marketplace 
because she only had 60p in small 
change at about 3.30pm on 
Saturday, January 11. 

Her friend Tegan, who had al¬ 
ready got on the bus and paid, 
was refused a refund when she 
decided to get off again and walk 
home with her. 

Grace had come into town to 
print a photograph of her cava¬ 
lier King Charles spaniel, Louie, 
who died in the early hours of 
Saturday morning. 

Her mother, Sarah Bates, said: 
“It just seems that the girls were 
treated like troublesome 
teenagers. 

“Grace said the bus driver was 
so rude, even when she was plead¬ 
ing with her that she just needed 
to get home. 

“They are both good girls who 
will help anyone in need. They 
don’t need to be spoken to so 
rudely.” 

Mrs Bates said she had called 
Epsom Coaches to complain and 
an employee was defensive and 
dismissive on the phone. 

She said: “A simple ‘I’m sorry’ 
and refund for Tegan’s ticket if 
we popped down to them would 
have been great and the end of it.” 

Steve Whiteway, managing 
director of Epsom Coaches, told 
the Epsom Guardian that the 
company and female driver would 
like to apologise for not carrying 
Grace. 

Mr Whiteway said: “The driver 
was wrong not to allow the child 


to ride and apologises, as do I. 

“She should have let them both 
ride and taken her name and 
address. Drivers should not deny 
children travel on a bus.” 

According to correct procedure, 
he said the driver should accept 
the £20 note provide change by 
the end of the ride or send a 


cheque if that was not possible. 

Mr Whiteway said drivers often 
have to deal with children pre¬ 
senting a large note as a way to 
avoid paying the fare. 

He said that Grace may well 
have been tarred with the same 
brush, adding: “A lot of kids do 
try to travel for free.” 


Two-year wait for resolution to barrier smash 


A frustrated elderly man has 
been left in limbo after a car park 
barrier smashed down on his car 
more than two years ago. 

The height restriction barrier 
shattered the windscreen and 
dented the body of his green Ford 
Focus at the Ebbisham Centre car 


park in Epsom on August 26,2011. 

Brian Beckett, 76, who was in 
the car with his wife Christine at 
the time, said they are still wait¬ 
ing for the car park operator, 
NCB, to take responsibility. 

Mr Beckett, from Miles Road, 
Epsom, said: “As we went under 


the restriction barrier, it came 
down and went straight through 
the windscreen. That barrier 
could have killed somebody. 

“There’s not enough being done 
and NCB should not be getting 
away with it. NCB has been 
totally awkward.” 

Mr Beckett said that his wife 
suffered whiplash, scratches and 
was shaken up. 

He said: “When the window 
screen smashed she had glass in 
her hair, in part of her eye and 
down her face.” 

Mr Beckett said he had com¬ 
plained to NCB himself and then 
left the case in the hands of his 
insurers at Lloyds TSB. 

A spokeswoman at NCP said a 
team was dealing with the 
continuing case. She said: “It is 
very unusual for us to be asked to 
comment on an insurance claim 
that we are progressing with the 
claimant’s solicitors. 

“As we are in the process of 
dealing with this matter and no 
settlement decisions have been 
made yet, we are unable to make 
any comment on this issue.”

Gathering forces 
to fight for fields

A former school principal 
has spoken out against 
plans to build on playing 
fields in the heart of 
Ewell. 

Non-profit organisation 
Nonsuch Abbeyfield 
wants to develop sheltered 
housing with 24-hour care 
on 2.5 acres of the 11-acre 
site in Old Schools Lane. 

But Andrew Tibbie, who 
retired as the principal of 
Ewell Castle School at the 
end of December, warned 
that precious sport facili¬ 
ties and open space would 
be lost. 

Mr Tibbie, chairman of 
Beddington Cricket Club 
in Wallington, asked: 
“Why that area? Why is it 
that the best sports facili¬ 
ties in Ewell have been 
identified?” 

He said the current five 
pitches would be cut down 
to three, plus a practice 
area, and all facilities for 
cricket would be lost. 

Mr Tibbie said he has 
contacted Worcester Park 
Cricket Club and St 


Clement’s Catholic Prima¬ 
ry School, in Ewell, who 
also use the playing fields. 

He said: “We are putting 
our heads together to find 
out the process and how 
our voices can be heard.” 

The playing fields are 
owned by Salesians of Don 
Bosco, a Roman Catholic 
society founded by Saint 
John Bosco. The site is 
currently leased to, and 
managed by, Old Salesians 
Playing Fields (Ewell) 
Limited. 

As part of the plan, 
Nonsuch Abbeyfield in¬ 
tends to sort out drainage 


and subsidence problems 
at the playing fields and 
build a new pavilion. 

Graham Walker, chair¬ 
man of Nonsuch Abbey- 
field, said revised plans, 
which will address traffic 
concerns, will be available 
in January or February.

■ Age - bone loss increases in 
later life so by the age of 75 
about half of the population 
will have osteoporosis. 

■ Gender - women have 
smaller bones than men and 
menopause accelerates the 
process of bone turnover. 
Therefore women over the 
age of 50 are more at risk. 

■ Low body weight - If you 
have a low BMI (< 19g/m2) 
you are at greater risk of 
developing osteoporosis. 

If any of these risk factors 
affect you, or you are 
concerned about the health of 
your bone, the Chiltern 
Health Centre is offering a 
free bone density scan of the 
forearm at their Sutton clinic. 
It is a painless procedure that 
takes two minutes with an 
immediate bone calculation 
to take away with you. This 
service normally costs £50.

Take steps to prevent your 
dog from being attacked 



Vet Michael Morrice offers 
advice on what to do if 
your dog is attacked 


Dog attacks on people often 
receive a lot of press. 

But what about dogs 
attacking other dogs? 
Unfortunately in the past year 
we have had to treat several 
dogs brought to us because 
they have been attacked and 
bitten by another dog. 

The injuries received can be 
minor but they can also be 
serious and fatal. This 
month’s article will hopefully 
be a helpful guide as to what 
to do in the event of an attack. 

Firstly you must be very 
careful in trying to protect 


your dog if attacked as there 
may be an increased risk of 
you being bitten, possibly by 
accident. Water poured over 
the dogs may be a much safer 
way to part them and allow 
you to retrieve your own dog 
to safety. Once you have safely 
removed your dog: 

■ Assess him or her for 
wounds. Please remember 
your dog may be in a lot of 
pain and may be in shock - be 
aware your dog may snap in 
this circumstance even if he 
or she would never normally 
snap.

■ You should always take 
your dog to your vet for a 
full check up after an 
attack as even small, 
innocent looking wounds 
can develop into nasty 
wounds as a result of an 
infection 

If your dog is suffering 
from a serious bite wound 
there are a few first aid 
tips you can follow to help 
stabilise them before 
taking them directly to 
your vets; in some cases 
these tips may keep your 
dog alive: 

■ Keep your dog calm and 
warm. A blanket to cover 
them can help. 

■ Try to minimise 
handling as they are likely 
to be in pain. 

■ A puncture wound can 
be flushed with warm 
water (without touching 
the wound) if there is a lot 
of dirt present. 

■ If there is continuous 
bleeding, use a clean 
bandage to put pressure 
on the wound (the 
bandage has to be tight 
enough to stop or reduce 


the bleeding but not too 
tight to create discomfort). 

■ If your dog has been 
bitten on the chest his/her 
breathing may be affected. 
In this case try to clean the 
wound with warm water 
(again without touching 
the wound) and then 
gently wrap cling film 
around your dog’s chest 
which will create a seal. 

■ If the abdomen is 
punctured or open then 
keep all abdominal 
contents as clean as 
possible - using a clean 
sheet carefully placed 
around your dog may help. 

■ Do not let your dog lick 
at its wounds as they have 
lots of bacteria in their 
mouths and this will 
introduce infection into 
the wounds. 

■ It is very important to 
insure your dog if 
possible. This will not only 
allow you to have your 
own dog treated without 
the financial worry but, if 
your dog is the attacker, 
your insurance may 
include Third Party 


Liability that should cover 
in this instance. 

■ Take details from the 
other dog’s owner. Where 
the owner of the attacking 
dog is not present or is not 
a responsible pet owner, 
try to get the name of 
witnesses prior to leaving 
the scene. In this 
circumstance, we would 
recommend contacting the 
police and the local dog 
warden to report the 
offence as soon as 
possible. These parties can 
then give further advice. 

The Yellow Dog Project 
aims to reduce the number 
of attacks. 

If a dog is likely to bite, 
or does not like to be 
approached, they can be 
identified with a yellow 
ribbon or bandanna on 
their lead or collar. 

These dogs should 
always be given space and 
keeping your own dog 
away from these dogs is 
sensible.

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Helping brave Gallo 
still get around 


One of our bravest patients is a 10- 
year-old border collie called Gallo. 

In November 2012 Gallo suddenly 
became lame on his left back leg. 
Unfortunately, within two days 
Gallo’s lameness became very much 
worse and he became completely 
paralysed on both of his back legs. 

This can happen for a few reasons 
but one of the most recognised is a 
problem with the spine. 

To check for this Gallo needed an 
MRI scan. He was referred to have 
this done immediately as this is a 
specialist procedure. 

The MRI showed that Gallo had a 
bulging disc in his lower spine 
which had crushed his spinal cord. 
Surgery was carried out as an 
emergency to remove the disc and 
to relieve the pressure on his spinal 
cord as this was the best chance of 
helping Gallo walk again. 

Unfortunately, despite the surgery 
going well, the damage to Gallo’s 
spinal cord was too severe and so 
Gallo remains unable to use his 
back legs normally. 

This is a very difficult situation for 
any owner to face and Gallo’s owner 
is no exception. 

Gallo had been a very active dog. 
However, Gallo’s owner recognised 
that, while Gallo may not be able to 
use his back legs, he is happy and 
bright, he isn’t in any pain and he 
doesn’t think he has a problem. 

At home he easily gets around 
using just his front legs. And so 
Gallo was given a set of wheels to 
use when he is out. He’s back to 
being a happy, healthy and energetic 
dog in every way. 

Gallo does need extra care from his 
owners which they are happy to 
give. One problem he faces is in 
developing sores on his back legs 
due to spending more time lying 
down than he would have before. 

Gallo’s owners are vigilant about 
this and, when he recently 
developed a bedsore on one of his 
back legs, they brought him straight 
to the vets. This was a nasty wound 
with a very resistant bacterial 
infection. 

Luckily, we were able to take a 
swab from the wound and find an 
antibiotic which would treat this 
infection and so the wound is 
gradually healing. In typical Gallo 
fashion he (and his owners) have 
taken this in his stride. 

A great deal of credit has to go to 
Gallo’s owners in caring for him and 
also in making sure that, despite his 
challenges, he continues to have a 
fantastic quality of life.

House sales reach six year high 


House sales are at their 
highest level in almost six 
years according to the latest 
market report. 

The RICS residential 
market survey for December 
shows the number of homes 
sold per chartered surveyor 
reached its highest point 
since March 2008. 

Over the festive period, the 
average number of 
transactions per surveyor 
reached 21.3, more than 
double the lowest point of the 
downturn in January 2009 
when respondents were 
selling just 9.8. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS 
global residential director, 
said: 

“The housing market is 
starting to thrive once more. 
Sales are at their highest 
level in almost six years and 
this is being reflected right 
across the UK. Growing 
availability of affordable 


mortgages has released some 
pent-up demand from a 
market that, in recent years, 
has seen many viable buyers 
unable to enter the market. 
On the face of it, this seems 
like good news but unless we 
see a marked increase in the 
number of homes coming up 
for sale we could well be 
looking at a price rises 
becoming unsustainable in 
some areas.” 

With more sales now going 
through, growth in demand 
for rented accommodation 
has begun to slow 
significantly as a growing 
number of renters opt to test 
the sales market. 

Respondents note that 
increased confidence is a key 
driver behind growing 
activity. 

Meanwhile, with the 
amount of homes coming 
onto the market is still 
nowhere near enough to meet 


the higher level of demand, 
prices continue to rise across 
the country. During 
December, a net balance of 56 
percent more chartered 
surveyors reported growing 
prices. Significantly, every 
area of the UK saw prices 
increase with London and the 
South East experiencing the 
biggest jumps. 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, 
given the more positive tone 
to the market, expectations 
for 2014 are decidedly 
upbeat. 

Respondents predict that 
both sales and price numbers 
will continue to increase 
through the course of this 
year. 

This is largely being driven 
by easing in credit 
conditions, resulting in 
higher loan to value 
mortgages, and the ongoing 
imbalance between supply 
and demand.

Sutton & Epsom skipper Matt 
Whitaker is enduring every 
sportsperson’s worst night¬ 
mare - long-term injury. 

Worse still, rather than a fi¬ 
nite wait for a broken bone or 
impact injury to heal, Whitak¬ 
er’s problem is hidden within 
the mysteries of the brain. 

The 26-year-old was 
knocked unconscious briefly 
during Sutton’s win over 
Chobham at the end of Octo¬ 
ber, and subsequently suf¬ 
fered concussion. 

Medical protocol stipulates 
that a player can only return 
to training when the symp¬ 
toms have stopped - however, 
for Whitaker that point has 
not yet arrived. 

“Whenever I did any form of 
training or exercise I get a 
dull, throbbing headache and 
the rules say that I have to 
stop,” he said. 

“I get that headache every¬ 
day now, and so cannot do any 
form of training at all, it is so 
frustrating. 

“I have been to my GP, and 
last week I saw a neurologist 
and had a scan - the results 
should be out in a week or so.” 

He added: “I’m a little wor¬ 
ried, although the absence of 
other symptoms is a relief. I’m 
more frustrated at not being 
able to do anything, I think 


I’m piling on the pounds.” 

Whitaker’s injury coincided 
with a similar injury to Tot¬ 
tenham Hotspur goalkeeper 
Hugo Lloris, which hit the 
headlines when the French¬ 
man played on. 

That decision caused con¬ 
sternation among medical ex¬ 
pects, and Whitaker is 
the beneficiary of a renewed 
concern about head injuries. 


“It was big news at the time, 
and there has been some more 
investigation into head in¬ 
juries,” he said. 

“The protocol with head in¬ 
juries is that you can come 
back doing light training, and 
if there are no symptoms, you 
move to heavy training, and 
then playing again - but I can¬ 
not get past that first stage. 

“But you cannot take a risk 


with concussion injuries, and 
although I am desperate to get 
out there again, the club is 
doing the right thing by me.” 

Sutton, who host Havant on 
Saturday, dropped to ninth in 
London Division One last 
weekend after a 22-10 defeat at 
neighbours Wimbledon, 
where tries from Shawn Ren- 
wick and James Caddy were 
not enough.
